SEYCHELLES — In your years of collecting-one often read 
about coins being minted for this place. Where is it? - Why 
is it so important? Seychelles is a groug of 85 islands 
extending 600 miles into the Indian Ocean above Madagascar 
(off east coast Africa). Mahe, the largest has 80% of the 
population. Named for Count Maurice de Seycelles when 
colonized by the French in 1756. The British took over in 
1814. Principal export is coconuts, a major source of oil 
for margarine & soap. Also, the second best known for 
Cinnamon after Indo-China. Praslin, second largest island, 
called "Garden of Eden" has world’s largest breadfruit 
tree. Praslin produces coco de mer, prized by Orientals as 
an aphrodisiac. Aldabra Island is the only place where 
large tortoises are still found and now protected. Races 
living here are African, Malaysian & French. The first 
coins used on the islands were rupees of Mauritius and 
Africa. As of 1969 coins minted have a total of only about 
40 types and earliest issues are very worn. The highest 
mintage for any one year only 150,000 pleces.. <.In 1949 it 
was estimated that only 2,225,000 pieces in circulation. 
Seychelles attained independence in 1976.

Did you know that the State of Pennsylvania had a train 
holdup and robbery in the 20th century. Yes indeed! On 

Sept. 2, 1909 at Lewiston, PA. one of the most daring 
holdups of a railroad train occurred on the eastern slopes 
of the Allegheny mountains when a robber stopped a Penna. RR 
express train with a dynamite charge that forced the the 
crew to halt. At the point of a revolver, he compelled the 
Crew to carry thousands of dollars in bullion and coins from 
the express car. The robber, mistaking one bag containing 
10,000 new Lincoln cents for gold coin, staggered away with 
it, leaving the real gold bullion to be recovered by the 
railroaders. Five iron safes in the car were filled with 
Currency to the amount of $ 500,000. The robber missed this 
also. The Adams Express Company ordered every detective out, 
and had them search the surrounding area. I wonder if any of 
the 1909 Lincolns in your collection came from that bag?

Whashington A CU eladles 


By ROBERT S. PORTER, JR. 


(A paper delivered to the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society) 


i ho history of United States coin- 
age provides us with many op- 
portunities for exploration. Count- 
less articles have been written of the 
seemingly endless varieties. New 
discoveries are in reality the spice 
of numismatics, and without them 
the hobby would be of little interest. 
A subject that intrigues me and 
although it certainly is common 
knowledge, it has never received the 
attention it deserves. It has to do 
with the apparent difficulty our coin- 
age has to get beyond its initial re- 
lease without a revision of some 
nature. This is understandable, of 
course, in the early stages of colonial 
and regular U.S. coinage, because of 
the character of its process of manu- 
facture. However, it appears since 
the birth of the small cent, we have 
had our troubles. The Flying Eagle 
type lasted through 1858, revised in 
1859, 1860, and again in 1864 before 
it enjoyed a long reign until 1909. 
The Lincoln cent was only a few 
months of age until public reaction 
necessitated the removal of the de- 
signer’s initials, which occupied a 
prominent place on the reverse of 
the coin. After restoration in 1918 
to a somewhat obscure place, it en- 
dured for the next 40 years. 

Our two-cent coin underwent a 
change in its first year of existence, 
and the three-cent silver lasted three 
years before it was altered. 

Our nickel, first coined in 1866, 
seemed to have difficulty all along 
the line. In the second year the rays 
were removed and it had clear sail- 
ing until replaced by the Liberty 
Head Type. Resembling our five- 
dollar gold piece in design, and add-

ing a little color. it became one of 
our most notorious swindles. So a 
change was in order and the word 
CENTS was placed on the reverse. 

The Buffalo nickel fared no better. 
The poor bison apparently had diffi- 
culty standing on the mound created 
for him, so after a few months they 
provided him with a flat bar to stand 
on. He did right well until 1938, and 
his successor, the Jefferson type, 
seemed to have no difficulty. 

We are well aware of the troubles 
of our Standing Liberty quarter of 
1916. Again public resentment of the 
semi-clad Miss Liberty forced a 
change in the following year. The 
half dollar of the same period and 
same general design, did not last 
out its second year, having the mint 
mark placed on the reverse instead 
of the obverse. 

All of this leads up to the subject 
of this article, the “Washington 
Quarter Varieties.” 

First released in 1932 as a com- 
memorative coin, honoring our first 
President, who was born in 17382, 
from its very inception it provides 
us with unlimited potential for vari- 
ety discoveries. 

As was true with its many related 
coinages herein described, it didn’t 
survive the second year, having been 
designed with a very weak or “light” 
motto “In God We Trust” and giving 
it a flat and spongy effect and sub- 
jecting it to severe early wear. It 
was generally known as Type I in 
contrast to its successor in early 
1934, which is known as Type II or 
the “heavy” motto. 

Type I was minted in Philadelphia 
only while Type II was minted in 
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both Philadelphia and Denver. Altho 
recognized and described in many 
articles, the Type I and Type II did 
not receive “Guide Book” acceptance 
until the 1967 edition. 


Type III 


For reasons unexplained, a fur- 
ther noticeable die variety was added 
in the same year, 1934, and gener- 
ally known as Type III. It differed 
from Type II in that the lettering 
of the motto was again changed. The 
elongated letters of “O” and “D” 
in GOD were shortened and round- 
ed; the center vortex of the “W” 
in WE extends above the outer 
stems as contrasted to below the 
stems in Type II; the right lower 
stem of the letter “R” in TRUST is 
blunt instead of pointed, and minor 
changes were effected in the reverse 
design as well. This design is report- 
ed as having been minted in both 
Philadelphia and Denver, but exami- 
nation of some hundred or so coins 
by this writer failed to disclose any 
Denver mintage, so they would ap- 
pear to be very scarce. 


2 A so-called Type IV variety is the 


esult of a broken die or hub, and 
was not done by intent, so it requires 
special study for any analysis. 

The most peculiar feature of this 
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coin of many varieties is that the 
mintage of Type III was continnued 
at all three mints during the entire 
year of 1935, but in 1936 and there- 
after reverted to Type II, making it 
probably the only coin in modern 
history to revert to a _ preceding 
variety. 

Walter Breen reports minor vari- 
eties in 1938, 1944, 1945 and 1956, 
with the probability of others, so we 
must concede the Washington quar- 
ter has undergone many changes in 
its 86 years of existence. Many be- 
lieve this “commemorative” coin of 
1932 is soon to be replaced with an 
entirely new design. 

Come to think of it, renewed inter- 
est would be most welcome at this 
time. 


1867 over 67 Cent 

In the 1860’s U.S. working dies 
were only partly hubbed from a 
master die, lettering and dates 
usually being punched into the die. 


That die preparation procedure 
created numerous date varieties in 
the Indian Cent series; one of them 
being an instance where the 67 was 
punched twice. The accompanying 
photo, furnished thru courtesy of 
Paramount International Coin Corp., 
is from an uncirculated specimen 
and clearly shows the double 6 and 7.

ORE THAN 100 years ago, the 
year 1834 to be exact, the Sec- 
retary of State of the United States, 
John Forsythe, wrote a letter to the 
Director of the United States Mint, 
requesting that two complete sets of 
coins of the United States be pre- 
pared for presentation to the King 
of Siam and the Sultan of Musca- 
tine. The letter directed that cases 
to contain the coins, not only to pre- 
serve them from being soiled, but to 
show them to better advantage, be 
purchased at the discretion of the 
Director of the Mint, and that any 
expense incurred by the artist em- 
ployed, was duly authorized therein. 
Since this presentation was re- 
cognized as a valued gift as early as 
1834, it is difficult to imagine why it 
required a hundred years or more to 
develop it to the extent it is today. 
History does not record in what 
manner these gifts were received or 
what disposition was made of them, 
but any true numismatist might 
wonder why the State Department 
did not continue the practice. For 
example, we are inclined to the belief 
that a presentation by Secretary of 
State Dulles of some similar nature 
to a certain Egyptian ruler might 
have pleased his vanity to the point 
of greater consideration of our ob- 
jective in the Middle East. 

But to get back to our subject, it 
seems rather simple to trace our 
present interest in proof sets to the 
private development of containers 
to receive them. And no one will 
deny the fact that the tremendous 
interest and growth of coin collect- 
ing in general is due to the develop- 
ment of the common folder. If fig- 
ures were available of the sales of 
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these common containers over the 
past twenty years, it would stagger 
the imagination. These simple con- 
tainers opened the way’for the many 
and varied types in use today. The 
coinage of proof sets from 1936 to 
1942 lacked appeal simply for the 
lack of housing. Individual speci- 
mens were much more in demand 
than sets, as can be recognized by 
scanning the mint coinage records. 
When proof coinage was re-estab- 
lished in 1950, we were required to 
purchase in sets only, but it was not 
until 1955 that any type of housing 
was used, and immediately a re- 
newed interest in proof sets became 
noticeable. This housing, however, 
could not begin to compare with that 
of foreign governments, who were 
quick to realize the value of fine 
containers, and who for several 
years prior to this were offering 
them in cases fit for a King or Queen 
whose portraits were gracing the 
beautiful coins they contained. 

What has been said of proof sets 
might also be said of mint sets. Our 
foreign neighbors throughout the 
world provide selected cons in more 
attractive cases than our own United 
States. We even go so far as to ad- 
vise that coins are not selected, but 
simply run of the mint, and so if we 
are unfortunate, we may receive a 
set of coins that will discourage us 
from further purchase. Our Uncle 
Sam is a little slow to action, how- 
ever, and maybe we can look for 
some improvement in distribution in 
the near future. 

There have been many who have 
tried to disparage the set collector 
by pointing out the monotonous 
similarity of the series with the only 
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distinguishing feature a tiny mint 
mark or a different date, but the 
evidence seems to indicate the void 
of one or more coins in a set only 
incites the collector to completion. 

It is also a well known fact that 
a completed set generally is valued 
at considerably less than the compo- 
site pieces that comprise it. A care- 
ful scrutiny of the advertising sec- 
tion of any current numismatic 
journal will offer for sale from one 
to a half-dozen scarce circulated 
coins for a collective price of as 
much as entire sets are being offer- 
ed. Notable examples are Lincoln 
cents, Jefferson nickels, Liberty 
Head and Mercury dimes and Wash- 
ington quarters. The same may be 
said of uncirculated or proof sets, 
especially the latter. Purchased sep- 
arately, the cost far exceeds the 
completed set. So if we were to point 
out a moral, it would be “Save your 
money for a completed set.” But this 
would take most of the fun out of 
collecting, so we presume it will 
continue much the same as it has in 
the past. 

Coin collecting today is compar- 
able to the hurricanes that have been 
visiting our shores in profusion the 
past several years. Some blow them- 
selves out in a short time, while 
others, for no acccountable reason 


seem to take hold and just keep 


going. One never knows for sure 
when either will blow itself out but 
we are inclined to believe that sets 
or series or types seem to hold the 
greatest interest among collectors 
today, and with the able assistance 
of the manufacturers of beautiful 
containers, they should retain their 
position at the top of the field of 
numismatics.

& *4#4**** "Don’t Leave Rotterdam Without It!" ****** 


Many of our members collect emergency money. Is anyone aware that the American Express Company once issued 
emergency notes to relieve a shortage in Rotterdam at the outbreak of World War I? Some 150,000 American tourists were 
caught in Europe when "suddenly the trains stopped running, the borders shut with a bang, and the whole, vast, intricate 
mechanism of international finance stopped... Suddenly guns began going off along the frontiers." The tourists wanted to go 
home in a hurry, but that was impossible, for the time being. No ships were sailing, and there were not enough hotel rooms in 
the cities. "Worst of all, nobody could get any money; that is, nobody but holders of American Express Travelers Cheques." 
There was chaos as travelers flooded into the neutral city of Rotterdam. 


American Express Manager Van der Zeyde called on the American consul. "I would like to issue our own small 
denominational money, five-guilder, two-and-a-half-guilder, and one-guilder notes, but I suppose it would be illegal." 
"Certainly it would be illegal," the consul answered. "But go ahead anyhow. They can’t hang you for it.". The notes were 
printed and universally accepted, an extrordinary tribute to the credit and resourcefulness of an American company under the 
stress of wartime. --- from "AMEKiCAIN EAPRESS A Century of Service" by Alden Hatch.

Allegheny County is rich in numismatic (exonumic) history. 
While no U.S. mints were located within the county, many pieces were 
privately struck within its boundaries to commemorate events both at 
home and elsewhere in the world. Items were struck elsewhere to 
commemorate events within the borders of the county, the stage for 
many historical occurrences along its three main rivers - the 
Allegheny, Monongahela, and the Ohio. The sites of Braddock's defeat 
and the whiskey rebellion, Forts Duquesne and Pitt, parts of the 
National Road, the Pennsylvania Turnpike, and the modern city of 
Pittsburgh, with its Golden Triangle, are but a few of the points of 
historical interest recorded or commemorated on numismatic items. The 
area was the strength of our countries industrial society and as such 
supported the production of “numismatic" associated items. 


While such well-known personages as Washington, Bouquet, and 
Carnegie are easily associated with the county, it is perhaps also 
significant to know that John Eckert, a Pittsburgh butcher, Richard 
and William Jenkinson, tobacconists, Henry Miner, a book seller, and 
similar small businessmen not only lived in the county but also 
issued numismatic items. 


These numismatic items are and will be (probably for 
centuries) found as objects of curiosity and a starting point for 
rediscovering some of the life of past times. It has been deemed 
worthwhile to capture data currently available that relates to 
Allegheny Counties numismatically related items. A wealth of material 
available in private collections, the papers which have been 
presented to the WPNS, specialized literature which has been 
published, the availability of the Carnegie Museum collections, and 
the abundance of (perishable) knowledge of society members made The 
Survey seem appropriate.

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DEVELOPMEN 


The "W.P.N.S. Numismatic Survey of Allegheny County" was 
conceived and originally issued as a computer listing of many tokens 
and medals issued in, for, or relating to Allegheny County, 
Pennsylvania. It was a "Catalogue of Allegheny County, Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Items". Listed data was basically of the items housed in 
the Carnegie Museums "Section of Coins and Medals". This original 
issue contained an alphabetic index by actual inscription on the 
listed items -a novel idea. The information was pulled together and 
expanded on by workers in this worthy section supported by the 
Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society. Data was maintained on 80 
column keypunched cards. Bill Hunter did the programming, card file 
ordering and maintenance, and list production on large mainframe 
computers. The project instigator was Mr. William W. Woodside 
(Curator -Section of Coins and Medals). Glenn Mooney, Bill Woodside, 
Ray Byrne, Ferd Wise, Ed Oschman collected item information using 
special survey forms. Glenn Mooney presented the project to the 
Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society. The Society and its members 
have supported the survey to the present time. 


For many years data was accumulated. Information was presented by 
members of the W.P.N.S. and a few others. The 80 column card concept 
quickly became too cumbersome. Data was then typed and collected with 
photos in a format that was expected to be made print ready. However 
the result, because of data collection techniques, the availability 
of so much data, the scope and size of the task, etc. - was that the 
Survey became an ordered but not presentable collection of data. A 
giant step was taken in initiating computerized word processing. 


Finally, a subgroup of the survey -Encased Items- was adopted by 
Dick Gaetano to be made available in printed form. The result is the 
first issue Section "Special Groups -Encased Items". 
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This "Numismatic Survey of Allegheny County, Pa." is to be as 
titled. It will make an attempt to track numismatics and related 
interests thru time - The collections (public, private), the 
organizations (manufacturers, clubs), the people involved (students, 
dealers, and collectors). 

The cataloguer is requesting organization histories. 
Biographies and autobiographies of individuals as they refer to 
"Survey" interests are actively solicited. Hopefully all individuals 
-known or little known- will respond who have participated strongly. 


History and trends should be a part of the survey. National and State 
bank development should be chronicled. Artistic level and reasoning 
for item output trends should be commented on. 


The item catalog will be the large part of the catalog. An individual 

numismatically related item is a curiosity that prods investigative 

persons to delve into its background. They are often the longest 

lasting reference to persons, places, and things. Such items grouped 

in categories will suggest directions and give much key information

concerning place and time for further local studies. Current items 
present the opportunity to collect a body of information as it 
happens, providing historical starting points for the future. This 
survey should have current relevance locally, with special interest 
groups, and with collectors of such items. Several of the item groups 
currently have catalogs and a known group of followers (parking 
tokens, transportation tokens, etc.). We must also acknowledge the 
surveys interest to individuals who have had such items passed to 
them as keepsakes and to that group of “knowledgeables" who can 
identify these keepsakes. The survey should provide a starting point 
for scholars and students of history, economics, etc. 


Items are categorized in the hope that specific areas will be studied 
printed, and issued. A current general “Survey" introduction and 
index will accompany each issued section. An attempt will be made to 
continue indexing by item inscriptions. Perhaps "The Survey" will 
provide guidelines, etc. for groups in other areas. 

Collection of item data is to continue. An honest effort will be made 
to keep information accurate, ordered, and reasonably presentable. 
Word processing tools will be a tremendous aid. Handling of photos 
and other data physically disconnected from the data catalog will 
continue to be a problem. However when the item is not available, a 
photo is the best alternative for accurate item description. A highly 
coordinated effort, though, is required to carry photos through to a 
finished printed output. Any data presented to the cataloguer will be 
respectfully treated and hopefully properly acknowledged.

What is a numismatic (exonummia) encased item? 


Numismatic encased items that have been cataloged here are all 
coins encased by pressure in a machine made for this purpose. 


Historically, it seems that the first encased cents were a product of 
the Pan American Exposition in 1901 (30 types), although pieces have 
been noted with a patent date as early as April 11, 1899. 


The encasements are usually made of aluminum, but sometimes they are 
found in copper, brass, silver, plastic wood, celluloid badges, 
bottle caps, mirror backs, buttons, and paper (cardboard). 


The encasement shape is usually round or horseshoe, but bell, pot, 
bear, wineglass, bread, pan, wishbone, and square are known. 


The coins in the encasement are usually cents, but all current U.S. 
denominations have been encased. The rarest seems to be the fifty 
cent followed by the dollar, quarter, dime, and nickel. One unusual 


piece is known with one half an indian head cent. 


World Fairs & Expositions generated large production of these items. 
Many pieces were issued as store cards (advertising pieces). Very 
often they carry a good luck message in symbols or inscription. 


Foreign coins have also been encased. Canadian (large and small 
cents), German, English, French, Spanish, Mexican, Swiss, Swedish, 
Dutch, Danish, Italian, Austrian, Israeli, and Panamanian pieces have 
been issued. 


Fascinating collections can be made by area, date, event, 
denomination, shape, etc. 
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NOTES 


A. Encased Items as a group are classed as store cards (advertising 
pieces). The company promotion side is then taken as the obverse. 


B. Measurements are of the maximum dimension. A horseshoe encasement 
is measured from its peak to a line connecting the two ends. 


C. Inscriptions 

1. Descriptions are to be as close as possible within word 
processing limits. Spacing may be indicative. 

2. No spaces before or after a slash in text. 

3. Inscriptions are read as complete phrase lines from top to 
bottom of item. 

4. Lower case letters are used in cataloger supplied descriptive 
inserts. These descriptions are inclosed in parenthesis. 

5. Descriptive inserts are not used to describe devices if the 
device is visible on an accompanying photo. 

6. A hole is indicated only if die punched in original 
manufacture.
